In  his  work  on  the  “Coinage  of  the  European  Continent."  London  1883, 
William  Carew  Haxiltt  says,  page  16:  'Austria  is  entitled  to  the  honor  of 
haring  produced  the  earliest  dated  thalers."  In  the  year  1884  the  Vienna 
Numismatic  Society  (Wiener  Nnmlsmntlsche  Gescllschaft) .  Issued  a  souve¬ 
nir  thaler  celebrating  the  four-hundredth  anniversary  of  the  striking  of 
the  first  dollar-siied  silver  pieces  in  Tyrol.  This  commemorative  piece  Is 
by  A.  Scharff  and  bean  the  portrait  of  the  Archduke  Slglsmund,  copied 
from  his  famous  thaler  dated  14  34,  and  that  of  the  late  Austrian  Emperor, 
STands  Joseph  I  (1848-18161. 

The  appearance  of  this  jubilee  piece  under  the  auspices  and  sponsor¬ 
ship  of  so  distinguished  a  body  of  eminent  numismatic  savants  definitely 
established  the  position  of  the  Tyrol  dlckthaler  of  1484  as  the  first  stiver 
thaler  of  the  world.  It  settled  also  the  questions  concerning  the  status, 
origin,  classification,  and  possible  priority  of  the  following  six  coins,  which 
purport  to  bear  earlier  dates. 

I.  The  thuler  of  Bingen  dated  1438,  bearing  the  title  of  Dietrich  I., 
Schenk  von  Erbach.  Archbishop  of  Mains  (1434-68).  This  piece  has  been 
shown  to  be  a  fraudulent  production  from  the  hand  of  the  forger  Becker. 
It  may  .have  been  created  with  the  Intention  of  claiming  for  this  town  the 
distinction  of  having  Issued  the  earliest  thaler.  The  evidence  against  its 
authenticity  le  decisive.  (Cappe  636:  Schoithess-Rechberg  3488;  Prim 
Alexander  168.)

Numismatology,  (from  Greek 
word,  a  coin  discourse),  is  that 
branch  of  historical  science  which 
treats  on  coins  and  medals.  The 
study  of  numismatology,  especially 
of  ancient  coins  and  medals,  is  of 
importance  in  illustrating  the  his¬ 
tory,  chronology,  geography,  myth¬ 
ology,  as  well  as  the  manners  and 
customs  of  the  states  of  the  past. 
The  historical  evidence  which  they 
afford  is  superior  to  every  other,  be¬ 
cause  their  testimony  is  contem¬ 
poraneous  ;  and  unlike  the  works  of 
ancient  authors,  they  are  not  liable 
to  be  corrupted  by  the  negligence 
of  transcribers. 

Coins  and  medals  also  afford  us 
a  pretty  certain  criterion  of  the 
progress  of  the  fine  arts  at  different 
periods  and  among  various  nations. 
Thus  we  are  enabled  to  determine, 
not  only  from  historical  records,  but 
likewise  from  an  examination  of 
ancient  coins,  that  the  golden  age 
of  the  arts  in  Greece  commenced 
about  the  time  of  Philip  II  of 
Macedon,  that  it  continued  under 
the  reign  of  his  son,  Alexander  the 
Great,  and  maintained  itself  for  a 
considerable  period  under  his  suc¬ 
cessors. 

Further,  histoiy  gives  us  little  in¬ 
formation  with  respect  to  the  state 
of  the  arts  in  several  ancient  coun¬ 
tries,  such  as  Greece,  and  Sicily, 
while  with  regard  to  others,  such  as 


Bolotia,  Bithynia  etc.,  historical 
testimony  seems  to  deny  them  all 
pretension  to  taste.  But  we  know 
from  existing  monuments,  that  in 
Great  Greece  and  Sicily  the  arts 
must  have  flourished  in  a  very  high 
degree,  for  even  their  coins  in  most 
common  use  are  executed  in  a  style 
of  singular  beauty. 

From  the  same  source  we  leam 
that  the  natives  of  Bolotia  and 
Bithynia,  as  well  as  the  more  cele¬ 
brated  states  of  Greece,  possessed  a 
fine  feeling  of  all  that  is  beautiful 
in  art. 

But  this  taste  prevailed  not 
merely  in  the  larger  cities  of  Greece, 
where  it  might  be  fostered  by 
wealth  and  luxury;  it  extended  to 
their  remotest  colonics,  and  their 
most  insignificant  communities. 
How  unimportant,  for  example,  is 
the  history  of  Sybarita,  one  of  the 
smallest  towns  in  Crete!  Yet  the 
coins  struck  there  will  stand  a  com¬ 
parison  with  the  finest  that  ever 
were  executed  in  Greece.  The  same 
may  be  said  of  the  Sonian  colony 
which  established  itself  in  Gaul,  and 
founded  the  town  of  Marseilles ; 
of  Cyreneans  in  Africa,  and  of  the 
Macedonian  colony  which  Alex¬ 
ander  the  Great  left  behind  him  in 
Ractriana.

Ten  rears  rolled  »w*>,  and  to 
the  astonishment  of  Secret  Serv¬ 
ice  operators,  they  discovered 
the1  * 1  ma  double  eagle  was  be-

lng  offered  at  a  New  York  auc¬ 
tion  Somewhat  fUbergutad  at 
this  state  of  Tiff  airs,  they  swooped 
down  on  the  owner  of  this  rare 
Item,  seised  it  and  questioned 
the  collector.  The  numismatist 
stated  be  had  purchased  the 
coin  seven  year*  previous  and 
paid  in  the  neighborhood  of 
$1300  tor  it  from  a  dealer. 

Wanning  up  to  their  work, 
Secret  Service  men  eagerly  loi- 
ktwed  hot  and  cold  leads,  and 
after  a  few  months  of  expert 
sleuthing  found  six  more  of  the 
$20  fnkJ  piece*  In.  the  hands  of 
oth ar  collectors  who  had  pajd 
tidy  sums  ranging  from  $900  to 
$1000  apiece  for  them.  Locating 
a  Philadelphia  dealer  who  had 
soM  the  eight  double  eagles,  the 
government  agents  confronted  a 
Memphis  manufacturer  with  evi¬ 
dence  that  he  possessed  U.  S. 
property  Illegally-  At  his  refusal 
te  give  up  such  a  treasure,  the 
'ustfce  Department  brought  suit 
against  him,  and  won  the  case 
on  the  grounds  that  the  gold 
eagle  was  never  lined  as  money 
and  still  belonged  to  the  Mint. 
The  Secret  Service  still  holds 
fond  hopes  of  getting  back  the 
ninth  coin,  though  thetr  efforts 
to  date  are  nil  Their  only  hope 
»  that  this  clever  smuggler  has 
retired  for  life. 


HAND  MONEY 

Delvers  into  the  history  of 
Numismatics  come  across  strange 
and  unusual  Uema  in  their  pur¬ 
suit  of  knowledge,  and  none  per¬ 
haps  la  more  fascinatingly  cur¬ 
ious  as  that  used  by  the  ancient 
American  Indian.  Pieces  of  hu¬ 
man  hone*  such  as  small  parts 
of  the  «kuU»  thighs,  and  finger 
bones  were  employed  as  com¬ 
mon  barter  by  some  tribes  of 
the  western  plains. 

The  redskins  of  tbet  period 
were  not  in  the  least  squeamish

About  sixteen  years  ago  the 
government  transferred  about 


two  bUUons  la  gold  bullion  from 

the  San  Francisco  to  the  Denver 
mint  using  mail  bags  exclusive¬ 
ly  for  transporting  this  valuable 
metal.

PUTTING  THI  DOURU  O 
ON  COIN  CUPPfRS 

Up  until  the  sixteenth  century 
the  dipping  of  coins  had  become 
the  major  problem  of  moat  of 
the  mints  throughout  Europe. 
Thus  it  was  necessary  for  the 
moneyer*  to  And  an  effective 
means  to  prevent  this  disastrous 
evil,  and  machinery  was  devised 
to  combat  it. 

Leonardo  da  Vinci,  versatile 
inventor  as  ever  history  pro¬ 
duced,  creeled  a  mechanical  de¬ 
vice  that  struck  out  perfect 
round  ptanebets  uniform  in 
weight  and  *hee  France  shortly 
later  purchased’  a  screw  praas 
from  Germany,  and  employed 
the  power  of  mill  to  run  the  ma¬ 
chinery  that  produced  the  coins. 
These  they  named  moons ie  du 
moulin,  or  *miU  money.'’  As  an 
added  precaution  against  clip¬ 
ping,  besides  inscriptions  in 
raised  letters,  were  the  Introduc¬ 
tion  of  the  metal  ring  by  which 
the  blank  wa*  halted  from 
spreading. 

But  despite  thie  new  advance 
in  production  of  money,  the  Qld- 
faahloned  m  inters  of  France 
threw  their  political  weight 
against  machinery ,  and  obtained 
a  royal  edict  banning  few  some 
time  the  coining  by  mill  in  the 
country.

The  upper 
left  coin  captioned  "Ryder  No.  12(M)” 
should  be  "Ryder  No.  12(0)".  While 
12-M  is  a  known  variety,  the  12(0) 
designation  is  more  accurate  here  since 
this  photograph  shows  the  obverse  found 
with  the  Reverse  "O”  pictured  below  it.

NEW  LISTING  OF  CONNECTICUT 
COPPERS  NOW  AVAILABLE 
It  was  good  to  read  in  the  last  "News- 
letter "  that  memorandum  from  Richard 
Picker  pointing  out  five  different  die  com¬ 
binations  that  were  omitted  from  "State 
Coinage  of  Connecticut",  as  well  as  an¬ 
other  variety  that  was  erroneously  described 
by  H.  G  Miller.  Examples  of  all  these 
varieties  may  be  seen  at  ANS,  except 
}}(21)-EE  of  1787.  The  latter,  together 
with  }}(21  )-k(4),  were  originally  de¬ 
scribed  in  J.  M.  Richardson's  article, 
"Varieties  of  Connecticut  Cents'",  which 
was  published  in  "Numismatic  Review  ", 
Vol.  )  (1946),  P.  5.  L'nfortunately  the 
illustrations  of  these  two  combinations  on 
Plate  I  were  transposed,  so  halftone  No.  2 
should  be  No.  }  and  vice  versa. 


Since  1920  there  have  been  many  more 
changes  to  Miller  than  Picker's  memo 
indicated.  Other  new  combinations  have 
been  discovered  in  the  intervening  years, 
and  several  more  have  been  disapproved, 
as  for  example  the  unique  8-0(1)  of  1786. 
It  now  appears  that  this  obv.  8  with  its 
curious  legend,  UCTORI:  CONNNEC:,  is 
is  simply  a  double  striking  of  obv.  5(1). 
The  unique  discovery  specimen  of  obv.  8 
was  illustrated  on  the  Miller  plate,  but 
the  present  whereabouts  of  the  coin  is 
unknown.  In  spite  of  published  informa¬ 
tion,  the  current  edition  of  "Guidebook  of 
United  States  Coins"  has  added  Miller's 
same  halftone  to  Yeoman's  well  known 
catalogue,  and  priced  the  only  example  of 
this  doublestrike  at  $8.00  in  Good,  and 
$19.00  in  Fine  Condi tiorvl^ 

In  the  forty  years  that  have  elapsed  since 
Miller,  it  is  quite  significant  to  note  that 
there  are  only  two  dies  which  remain  un¬ 
edited.  The  one  is  rev.  Z(2J)  of  1787 
which  we  hope  will  be  described  and 
illustrated  in  the  next  issue  of  "News¬ 
letter".  The  other  is  rev.  C  of  1786  which 
is  known  from  only  a  single  combination, 
4(1  >-G  Concerning  it.  Miller  wrote,  "Mr. 
Crosby  gives  this  combination,  but  no 
specimen  of  it  has  been  located.'  For¬ 
tunately.  W.  H.  Breen  has  verified  the 
existence  of  this  variety  and  made  pencil 
rubbings  of  it,  but  its  present  location  is 
likewise  unrecorded.  His  original  manu¬ 
script  description  of  unpublished  rev.  C  of 
1786  is  as  follows: 

"Branch  is  distinctive,  all  upper  leaves 
disconnected,  others  practically  so.  Note 
fold  of  drapery  over  shield.  Some  paral¬ 
lels  of  latitude  extend  down  to  the 
denticles.  Letter  B  touches  the  shield; 
colon  and  date  very  close."

The  dime,  or  tan  cent  piece,  wa  a  author¬ 
ized  by  the  Act  of  April  2,  1792.  It  con¬ 
tains  34.722  grains  of  silver  and  3.853 
grains  of  copper,  giving  it  a  total  weight 
of  3$.S8  grains,  and  it  is  thusly  our  light¬ 
est  and  smallest  diameter  coin  bring 
mimed. 

The  Roosevelt  dime  was  designed  by 
John  8.  Slnwodk  and  the  initials  JS  are 
located  below  the  neck  and  just  to  the  left 
of  the  date.  At  the  time  the  coins  wet 
first  minted,  the  nanor  that  the  initials 
stood  for  Joseph  Stalin,  was  widespread. 
Because  of  the  repeated  explanation  that 
the  Initials  were  those  of  the  designer, 
John  Sianock  is  likely  the  most  widely 
known  of  the  designers  of  our  currently 
mimed  coins.

Editorial 

1  he  ocher  day,  while  reeding  a  question  and  answer  column  In  s  nationally  circu¬ 
lated  magazine,  1  noticed  s  question  written  by  a  person  who  stated  he  had  just  started 
collecting  coins  and  wanted  to  know  where  to  write  to  obtain  new  coins  from  the  govern¬ 
ment. 

The  magazine,  one  which  is  of  rhe  current  event  type,  advised  the  writer  —"Proof 
sets  of  1961  coins  are  available  from  the  Superintendent,  U.  S,  Mint.  Philadelphia  30. 
Pa.  A  see  —half  dollar,  quarter,  dime,  nickel  and  cent  —  costs  $2.10.  When  order¬ 
ing  the  coins,  send  a  cashier's  check,  certified  personal  check  or  a  L.  S,  postal  money 
order.  After  the  mints  supply  is  exhausted,  sets  may  be  obtained  from  coin  dealers." 

While  the  service  Is  commendable,  it  Is  not  complete  and  it  makes  an  Implication, 
obviously  unintended,  chat  the  mint's  supply  must  be  exhausted  before  proofs  msy  be 
obtained  from  dealers.  It  does  not  advise  that  mint  sets  may  also  be  purchased  by 
contacting  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States,  Cash  Division,  or  that  the  same  coins 
msy  be  obtained  earlier,  if  desired,  from  most  dealers. 

Obviously  there  are  thousands  who  are  potential  new  collectors,  and  need  only  some 
Information  and  s  little  Impetus.  From  what  source  are  these  things  to  come?  Surely 
anyone  engaged  in  the  pursuit  of  numismatics  can  make  some  contribution,  and  not 
only  create  Interest  in  those  not  engaged  in  the  hobby,  but  also  provide  full  and  accurate 
information  for  the  questions  of  beginners. 

Many  of  our  smaller  town*  do  not  have  coin  clubs,  but  if  each  collector  will  talk 
about  his  hobby,  to  individuals  and  to  groups,  much  interest  can  be  developed.  Where 
coin  clubs  do  exist,  why  not  advertise  such  by  having  posters  made  and  placed  in  lo¬ 
cations  where  they  ir»  bound  to  catch  the  public's  eye.  Banks  should  be  an  excellent 
spot  for  locating  the  posters,  and  undoubtedly  most,  if  not  all.  of  them  would  be  glad 
to  co-operate.  Surely  many  new  collectors  would  be  enlisted,  and  the  enrollment  of 
the  clubs  would  increase  accordingly.

We  plan  to  publleh  at  least  one  eerloue  article  in  each  issue, 
devoted  to  some  aspect  of  the  English  coinage.  This  month  we 
have  a  short  piece  by  Mr.  Walter  McIntyre  which  explores  some 
aspects  of  English  pennies.  Next  month  will  feature  a  fine 
article  by  Walter  Breen,  who  is  well  known  for  hie  scholarly 
numismatic  research. 

Tou  will  also  find,  every  month,  an  unusually  varied 
offering  of  English  coins.

Op  to  November,  only  about  six  customers  had  ever  returned 
coins  they  had  ordered,  out  of  the  thoueande  of  packages  we 
sent  during  the  year.  This  was  an  excellent  record,  since  many 
dealers  whose  business  is  transacted  mostly  by  mall  have  to  put 
up  with  a  return  rate  of  20 %  or  higher.  A  few  weeks  ago  five 
packages  were  returned  in  one  day,  all  containing  1953  mint  eete 
whose  original  plastic  holders  had  broken  open  in  transit.  The 
postmarks  indicated  that  they  had  all  been  mailed  the  same  day, 
about  two  weeks  before.  We  were  extremely  perplexed  until  we 
realised  that  a  cold  spell  had  descended  upon  Otteville  that  very 
day.  Some  experimentation,  involving  the  use  of  the  refrigerator, 
convinced  ue  —  the  extreme  cold  had  made  the  plastic  holders 
very  brittle,  and  when  they  were  even  slightly  jarred  they 
shattered  like  glaes.  We  sought  a  new  system  of  packaging  and 
ended  up  buying  two  cartons  of  foam  rubber,  which  we  used  to  stuff 
the  mailing  boxes  before  inserting  the  mint  seta.  The  object  wae 
to  prevent  the  sets  from  moving  inside  the  boxer  and  also  to 
cushion  them  against  rough  handling  by  the  Poet  Office.  So  far, 
this  method  sasme  to  be  successful. 

Incidentally,  why  do  collectors  prefer  alnt-sealed  coronation  . 
sete?  I  suppose  this  controversy,  as  in  the  case  of  U.  S.  proof 
sets,  will  never  be  resolved  to  anyone's  satisfaction,  since  some 
collectors  seen  to  feel  better  if  their  coins  have  never  been 
touched  by  human  bands,  because  this  makes  eure  that  the  colne

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SAFE  KEEPING  OF  COIN  COLLECTIONS  U^GED 


Robberies  continue  to  plague  the  hobby,  producing 
a  problem  of  how  to  «n)oy  the  hobby  with  our  col¬ 
lection  handy  and  yet  "out- fox"  the  would-be  rob¬ 
ber*  No  use  ducking  the  issue  ...  as  t  won't  go 
away  by  our  ignoring  it.  There  are  ample  reports 
to  convince  us  that  there  is  a  real  problem.  ooks 
have  a  way  of  learning  where  cdl  I  actions  are  kept 
and  frequently  go  directly  to  the  right  spot  when 
breaking  in  to  commit  the  theft.  The  reports  should 
be  adequate  warning  for  us  to  rafrain  from  telling 
anyone  where  we  kaep  a  collection  at  home,  even 
if  in  a  safe! 

A  better  way  for  safa  kaaping  of  one’s  coin  collect¬ 
ion  is  through  use  of  a  safa  deposit  box  In  a  bank 
vault.  Only  then  can  we  possibly  benefit  from  It 
becoming  public  knowledge  thet  wa  collect  coins, 
but  kaep  them  safely  In  a  bank.  This  could  work  to 
ona’s  advantage,  avoiding  break-ins  with  the 
accompanying  property  damage  and  possible  bodily 
harm . 

The  burning  question  may  well  be;  "How  can  I  work 
with  my  coin  collection  if  it's  in  a  safe  deposit  box 
at  a  bank  ?“  The  logical  answer  involves  something 
each  collector  should  have  anyway:  An  accurate

and  valuation.  This  should  be  done  regardless  of 
where  one  keeps  a  collection  since  it  is  ^cessary 
for  insurance  claims  involving  fire  or  *heft.  Equally 
important,  it  can  be  used  with  collections  In  safe 
keeping  at  a  bank.  Such  a  record  makes  It  practi¬ 
cal  for  the  collector  to  know  which  items  are  still 
needed  and  wmch  items  can  be  upgraded.  Actual 
working  with  the  collections  can  be  done  at  he  bank, 
or  insurance  can  b&  obtained  to  protect  the  maximum 
amount  to  be  taken  home  at  one  time.  If  "peace  of 
mind"  is  worth  a  reasonable  expense,  we  don't  know 
a  better  way  to  anjoy  one’s  collection. 

Unfort unataiy,  we  coin  collectors  can't  single- 
handecly  eliminate  the  existence  of  thiaves,  but  we 
can  dlscourege  the  present  rash  of  robberies  by  pro¬ 
tecting  ourselves  from  becoming  victims  of  the 
thieves.  If  it  became  common  knowledge  that  coin 
collectors  don'  keep  valuable  collections  at  home, 
but  instead  in  safe  deposit  boxes  tnb^.iks,  there 
would  be  fewer  burg  aries  reported  in  the  news. 

Practice  what  we  preach?  Yes!  Wa  recently  in¬ 
vestigated  the  Idea  of  using  safe  deposit  boxes  in 
banks.  We  learned  that  the  ost  is  reasonable, 
access  Is  convenient,  and  there4  private  work 
o*ea  avai  Vie.  ’  you  ara  not  making  usa  of  a  safe 
deposit  ,ox,  perhaps  ju'Li  consider  the  dea  and 
become  a  customer  at  your  bank  as  we  did  ours!

To  ancourase  excellence  in  Mardl 
Gras  medal  design,  and  to  provide 
recognition  for  the  moat  ultnte' 
of  the  designers,  the  Crescent  City 
Coin  Club,  of  New  Orleans,  set 
a  precedent  this  year.  They  de- 
^ded  go  give  an  award  for  the  boat 
Marti  Gras  medal  of  the  season! 
Out  of  over  70  dlffwent  design*, 
they  were  to  choose  the  very  best. 
With  the  great  number  of  medals 
produced,  this  was  do  easy  usk, 
various  qualifications  were  see  up 
by  tile  award  committee. 

The  award  was  sponsored,  lr 
the  Oral  place,  out  of  a  sort  of 
civic  pride;  a  very  New  Orleanian 
Is  vitally  Interested  In  the  annual 
Mar  *1  Gras  celebration,  famed  the 
world  over.  So,  in  view  of  the 
public  nature  of  the  Mari  Gras 
festival  as  a  spectacle  lor  tha  pop¬ 
ulace,  the  award  committee  decided 
Go  Judgs  only  the  publicly  diatrib- 
uted  medals  —  i*e„  the  aluminum 
specimen*  that  were  actually  thrown 
from  parades  to  tha  spectators. 


So,  the  heavier  bronze  and  aliver 
medals  which  exist  of  most  type* 
were  not  considered.  Likewise,  the 
competition  was  open  only  to  Mar- 
it  Gras  organizations  ofthegreatar 
New  Orleans  area,  as  defined  by 
the  committee. 

Thus,  ground  rules  limited  the 
•cope  of  medala  never  considera¬ 
tion  to  loduda  only  tha  1967  alum¬ 
inum  pieoea  thrown  at  par  idea  ir 
the  New  Orleans  area,  thesa  being 
tha  medala  of  the  most  public  in¬ 
terest.  Such  factors  as  originality 
of  concept,  axecutioo  of  the  ieaign, 
aa  actual  finished  appearance  of 
the  medals  were  considered  care- 
hilly  by  the  committee. 

Though  the  competition  was  keen, 
for  die  award  had  been  announce! 
well  before  Mar  i  Gras,  It  was 
no  greet  aurprlaa  to  most  medal 
enthusiasts  that  tha  ”B#*t  of  *67** 
award  went  to  die  Krewe  of  Po- 
aeidon.

when  a  committee  trom  the  Krewe 
of  Poseidon  caroa  to  him  In  the 
early  fall  of  1966,  seeking  a  medal 
which  would  *e  artiatic,  original, 
and  appropriate  to  their  organiza¬ 
tion.  they  soon  knew  that  they  had 
come  to  the  tight  place. 

Nurprialngly,  many  of  Sharpe*  a 
me  al  designs  have  never aeenpro- 
ductlon,  and  are  not  generally  known 
or  generally  available  to  the  public. 
Sharpe  ta  an  artist  in  the  true 
sense  of  the  wor  .  When  he  is 
not  l  uay  producing  designs  for  com¬ 
mercial  .  e  ‘al  iasuea,  Sharpe  works 
on  the  hand-cut  lies  for  which  he 
la  noted.  Aa  other  artlats  do  paint¬ 
ings.  Sharpe  cuts  many  dtea  simply 
for  esthetic  aatisfactlon.  not  to  or¬ 
der  for  anyone  in  particular,  with 
the  Idea  in  mind  that  sometime, 
perhapa  many  years  hence,  there 
will  l  e  a  commercial  demand  for 
the  particular  design  be  haa  cre¬ 
ate. 

in  the  case  of  the  Krewe  of 
Fosel  'on,  ‘'harpe  had  an  idea  that 
he  had  been  kicking  around  for 
years,  waiting  for  the  right  person 
or  organization  to  utilize  it  in  some 
commercial  triplication.  He  wanted 
to  produce  a  aeries  of  medals  or 
the  ships  of  hiatory,  an  outline 
of  man's  progress  on  the  seat.
